Heferring to Mr. Ashley's bill, he showad how
atmurd 1t was 1o deny that the Hobol States wore
Hiates, for the Executive, the Judiolary and even
Congress hind recognized them, Congress hnad
made appropristions for judges of the United
Btatos Courts In tho Stales of E"lur]llﬂ. Alnbamn,
nnd other distriols, The bill of biscolleague was
nothing but a bill of fnnnrchy, for it swopt nway
all the laws now existing there; and & peoplo
withoot law were as midorable asa peoplo withe-
ont a God. He looked upon botl blm an depart-
ures from the Constitutional Amendment, It
might be bul justice to punish the Rebels se-
verely, bul there was somuthing greater 1n mag-
npnimity and merey than In even-handed jus-
tlee, Ho kpew that those Robels hnd ridged the
land all over with graves; he knew thal four
bundred thousand citizena had fallen martyrs
to thelr faith, to the country and the Constitu-
tion, and L was in view of tholr great Lransgres-
slon thnt the proposed acl of unlversal forgtive-
nexs rose into the sublime, and ehallenged o pae
rullel in history sinee man began Lo be on sarth,
He protested agalnst this bill as being forelgn to
the spirit and contrary to the purposes of tho
Tonstitutional Amendment,

Mr. BTEVENS (Po) Inquired of Mr, Bingham
how piany of the Rebel States hnd accepled the
Constitutional Amendment,

Mr. Binauasm (Obio) admitted that
Hebel States which had considered it In tholr
Legislatores with the exception, perlinps, of
Arkunsns, had rejected 1t, bat i did not follow
that they would not yet accept it, and If three.
fouriths of the organlzed States adopted it it
would bind the rest and give them the benotit
of it, while in the weantime it wonld bind Con-
gress. For these ropsons, he nskaed that the
bill be referred to the Committee on lecon-
struction,

My, Dawsox (Pa.) followed In an argument to
prove that in the Presidentinl policy was the
true solution of the natiopal diMeuities.

1780, had veen a8 to the States, destroyed, 1f 8o,
whereln, and how? Naot, certainly, by the de-
alslve sucecss of the Unjon armies, Not by the
surrcnder of the Hebel armics, their bmplied
nvandoninent of the issues for which they had
resorted to force, and thelr prompl réturn to
abeilence to the paramonnt law. ‘'he Govern-
ment, therefore, had not besn broken up, and
DO reconsiruclion WHAs neceesnry.

e argued that there was no wariant In the
Constitution Jor lmposing the amendment as o
conditlon on renamitting the lawe Rebel States
1O represeniation in Congress, He imputed to
New England a selfish purpuse in wishing to
exclude from Cougress the representatives of
the great agricultural Interests of the West, her
protective policy might be endangered, and her
manufacturing interests injured, Inregard to
the punishiment of the peaple of the South, he
submiitted that the fallure of the Rebels was o
sufliclent penalty on them, and he argued as n
matter of law that no person can be legully
punished for rendering obedlence W the de faclo
government, lllustrating that argunment by
reference o FNuglish history in the time of Lhe
Commonwenlth of the accession of Charles 11,
In contrast with the course of Congress, he eulos
glzed the patriotie, intelllgent and humane
pulicy of the Fresident,

The stormn of partisan fury would mfo against
bim in vain, He might brenk under it, he
wonld not bend,  Whatever obsticie might op-
puse him he would, he trusted, stem the torrent
and galn the shore In safety, Thoe historian
would record thiat chiefly owing to the efforts ol
Mr. Johnson lu Congress, the great Homestead
law wue now on the stutule book., IHe con-
tended that it was impossible Lo act on Lhe
prineiples embraced by the majority in Con-
gress  without esinblisbhing o consolidated,
centrilized form of covernment,

The Speaker’'s hummer fell on termination of
the hour, und before My, Dawson had coneluded
his speech,

Mr, SPALDING (Obio) moved an extension of
time, but Mr, Mlevens objectad, saying that he
bad glven notlce when Mr, Binghum’s thime wis
extended that that was the last extension of

Mr, Dawsox (Pa,) snid He then gave notlce
that there should not be another extension of

My, Bankyi (Ma) obtaiped the floor, but
yielded Lo Mr, Stevens, on whose motion the

Mr, Dawsoes obtained the floor, and then
went on with the concluding portious of his
speectl, ereating considerable amusemont by
